PARKING COMMITTEE TOLD 


Shocking Incident 


Vandal Learns Watt's 
Watt as He Shorts 
Park Light Meter Box 

Retribution was swift last 
week for some “unk" (police 
term lor "unknown person”) 
who tried lo break into the 
25-cent light meter box at the 
City Park tennis courts. 

The vandal pried off the face 
of the meter and shorted it. 
Officers said he probably was 
lucky he wasn’t electrocuted 
in the resulting flash. 

“He probably got such a jolt 
lhat he forgot to open the coin 
box,” theorized Officer H. S. 
Embree. 

The meter was badly dam¬ 
aged during the shocking inci¬ 
dent. But the vandal did get 
away with one quarter. 


The City Council went on record Tuesday night with a state¬ 
ment that parallel parking is “inevitable” for downtown Sierra 
Madre. 

Councilmen urged that the parking group’s sub committees 
"bring promptly to conclusion” their study of how to provide off- 
street parking lots. 

They suggested two possible ways of obtaining offstreet lots: 
(1) individual merchants could purchase lots and post them as 
being available to their patrons; or (2) money could be raised 
to buy lots by increasing the business license fees or installing 
parking meters. 

City Attorney T. Guy Cornyn was instructed to draw up an 
ordinance providing for one-hour parking zones where two-hour 
parking exist at present. This action had been recommended by 
the parking committee. 

The councilmen also requested that, in considering ail new 
C-l or M-l zones, the Planning Commission set aside certain 
areas (possibly 40, 50, or 60 per cent of the land) as offstreet 
parking zones. 

Police Chief Gordon McMillan was given the option of paint¬ 
ing in temporary angle-parking stalls, to be used until parallel 
parking is instituted. It was pointed out that, according to state 
law, if streets are not painted for angle stalls they automatically 
are assumed to be for parallel parking use. 

Technically, therefore, every car that has parked diagonally 
since the streets were repaired last year has been in violation. 


An alert sales clerk foiled a 
shop-lifting attempt by two 
teenage boys Monday after¬ 
noon.

Police reported that the girl 
had the boys remove (heir wal¬ 
lets from their pockets, and she 
identified one as being the 
missing billfold. 

Miss Marshall quoted the 
youth as saying “How did 
that get in there?” as he re 
turned the wallet to her.

Sierra Madres Parking Committee recommended last week 
that the present downtown angle parking be retained until "per¬ 
manent and adequate” off-street parking lots can be provided. 

The resolution, which passed by a 10 to 4 vote of regular 
committee members, ended a preliminary phase of debate and 
opened the way for discussing 
their toughest problem: eff- 
street parking. 

A second resolution, also in¬ 
troduced by Merchant Sam Per- 
lof, asked the City Council to 
change the time limit to one 
hour where two-hour parking Is 
now the rule. Excluded from 
this recommendation were parts 
of Montecito and Windsor Lane. 

Chairman A1 E. Morgan ap¬ 
pointed three sub-committeees: 

One, to study financing of 
offstreet parking, has Rudolph 
Hartman, Don Jackson, Dan 
Strite, and Larry Garland as its 
members. 

A second group, which In¬ 
cludes Harry A. Lange, Thomas 
Schwartz, J. C. McKibben and 
Jessie E. Dunning, will study 
the available of land for pur¬ 
chasing, “or at least leasing,” 
offstreet parking lots. 

A. P. Niles, Lloyd Welch and 
Vestal Hall will work with Po¬ 
lice Chief Gordon G. McMillan 
in laying out several 20-minute 
“green” parking zones for the 
convenience of “q u i c k -1 r i p 
shoppers.” Mr. McMillan ob¬ 
served that “the judicious use 
of such zones is beneficial.” 

Voting "no” on the motion to 
retain 45-degree, 8-foot wide 
angle parking stalls were Mr. 

Niles, Mrs. Charles James, Miss 
Dunning and Chief McMillan.

Billing- Scares 
Some Citizens 


The Stale Tublic Utilities 
Commission has given two 
competing bus lines until Aug. 
1 to solve the problem of serv¬ 
ing residents in the Upper »nd 
Lower Hastings Ranch. 

If no agreeemnt is reached 
then by Pacific Electric and 
Pasadena City Lines officials, 
(he commission was reported to 
have said it would welcome a 
proposal from some third trans¬ 
portation company. 

It was understood that PE 
has “flatly refused” to expand 
service to ranch residents be¬ 
yond the route it now runs to 
and from Sierra Madre. It also 
was said that PE will not sur¬ 
render the lipe so another com¬ 
pany can take over. 

PE has rights to exclusive 
coverage of the ranch area by 
virtue of a contract with Pasa¬ 
dena City Lines, drafted in 
1940—before tho ranch was de- 
veloped as a residential area. 
This contract is viewed as the 
reason for disagreement be¬ 
tween the two companies. 


City officials reminded house¬ 
holders this week that, al¬ 
though their water bills are 
now twice as big as they were, 
they now come only half as 
often. 

The city’s new system of bi¬ 
monthly billing is now in ef¬ 
fect, and some Sierra Madreans 
have registered “indignant sur¬ 
prise” when the double jolts ar¬ 
rived. 

They didn’t stop to think 
that this was the first bill they 
had received in two months. 

Another source of misunder¬ 
standing, according to Water 
Superintendent A1 Freeland, is 
the rubbish pickup service 
charge \yhioh is added onto the 
water bills, 

“For most residents,” Mr. 
Freeland explained, “this 
charge is $1 a month. It’s still 

the same rate, of course, but 
the bills now say $2 since they 
cover a two-month period.” 

He pointed out that 2-inch 
water meters (there are 57 in 
the city still) are read each 
month, 

'The bi-rrionthly billing sys¬ 
tem was undertaken as a 
means of reducing book work.

Sierra Madre’s assessed valuation figures for 1952-53 were 
announced yesterday by County Assessor John R. Quinn. 

The county office placed this city’s assessed valuation at 
$7,244,040. This represented an increase of $526,910 over the valu¬ 
ation figure for last year which was $6,717,130. 

The $7,244,040 figure was given before equalization—a neg¬ 
ligible factor—and did not include public utilities that are 
assessed by the state. 

Sierra Madre’s increase of about 7.8 per cent nearly paralleled 
the over-all county increase, roughly 7.5 per cent. The 1952-53 
assessed valuation for the county was listed by Assessor Quinn 
as $5,700,466,975, an increase of $401,708,195 over the 1951-52 
valuation, $5,298,758,780.

The City Council "overlooked'' one of the most logical sugges¬ 
tions it could have made on how to obtain offstreet lots. 

Creation of a parking authority, or perhaps district, seems 
to be the only lair and effective way of handling the problem. 
This alternative was not included in the council's suggestions, 
probably because the councilmen still prefer to think of parking 
as simply a merchants' problem. 

Such a municipal body would have the power to: (1) con¬ 
demn property for use as lots; (2) avoid the costly item of a 
sales tax on land purchases, since states cannot tax cities; and 
(3) spread a more equitable assessment over merchants or the 
town as a whole. 

Sierra Madre's city fathers should realize that downtown 
parking is a municipal problem. True, the businessmen gain 
much when adequate parking facilities are available, but so 
do the shoppers. 

Individual merchants can hardly be expected to bear the fi¬ 
nancial load of buying lots. The city fathers must surely remem¬ 
ber what happened the last time a small group tried to purchase 
land for parking. The price tag on the parcel of land soared 
almost out of sight. 

Under the processes of eminent domain, however, such land 
could be acquired at a price fair to all parties. 

It is sincerely hoped that the city will recognize its share of 
the responsibility in solving the acute parking situation—a prob¬ 
lem that concerns all Sierra Madreans.

under average fire conditions.” 

Another suggestion was that 
the department’s 1921 pumper 
(“Old Snort”) be placed in re¬ 
serve . . . and be replaced by a 
‘‘standard triple - combination 
pumper of 1000 gallons per 
minute capacity.” 

As for Sierra Madre’s old fire 
horn, the board engineers sug¬ 
gested that a standard fire 
alarm telegraph system be in¬ 
stalled in accordance with rules 
and regulations of the board 
“with first consideration being 
given to the mercantile and in¬ 
dustrial areas.” 

Although the city’s water 
supply fared quite well in the 
grading, the engineers also 
made several recommendations 
in that department, among 
them: “that the water system 
be strengthened in supply and 
distribution to be capable of 
supplying the required fire 
flows in addition to domestic 
consumption.” 

In presenting their report, 
the engineers emphasized that 
“it is not expected that all of 
these suggestions can be com- 
p 1 e t e d immediately.” The 
recommendations were based 
on fire protection standards for 
Sierra Madre and were de¬ 
signed for use as a guide in 
planning future improvements, 
it was said. 

The City Council accepted 
and filed the study Tuesday 
night and asked that the fire 
chief attend the next pre-coun¬ 
cil meeting and present his “re¬ 
port on the report.”

Camping is an experience that no youngster, either boy or 
girl, should miss. Most parents agree that camping offers a child 
an opportunity to enjoy the recreational pleasures of outdoor life 
after a confining year in school. 

As true as this is, parents too often overlook the fact that 
camping offers a child much 
more than hiking, swimming, 
boating, and*the other usual 
enjoyments of life in the wide 
open spaces. 

As the day draws near to 
throw his duffel bag in the 
camp-bound truck, the child is 
aware that the opportunity has 
come to try his wings at living 
with other people with no apron 
strings attached to the bargain. 

It is quite different from the 
experience he may have had as 
a visitor in the homes of rela¬ 
tives or friends. 

More than anything else, the 
child wants to feel that he is 
a part of the gang. He wants 
to “belong” and hopes that he 
will be accepted. He is at last 
face to face with a real life 
situation which will repeat it- * 
self many times as he goes 
through life. He has an oppor¬ 
tunity now to learn first hand 
some of the things that are im¬ 
portant in living successfully 
with other people. 

As the days go by in camp 
most children get the idea in 
one way or another that they 
must accept responsibilities 
along with privileges. They 
learn that they are expected to 
do their share of work whether 
it entails camp chores or recrea¬ 
tional activities. They learn 
that they must keep belongings 
in an orderly manner and that 
good personal hygiene is their 
own responsibility. They begin 
to sense that there are certain 
things that the group approves 
and others that they disap¬ 
prove. 

Although the child is learn¬ 
ing from first hand experience, 
he is unknowingly being helped 
over some of the rough spots 
by a trained camp counselor. 

In fact most of the personnel 
in a first class camp are se¬ 
lected partly because of their 
ability to understand children 
and to give help to those who 
need it. The important factor 
to be considered in providing 
a satisfactory camping experi¬ 
ence for children is the quality 
of the camp personnel. 

In all good camps today, per¬ 
sonnel is trained to conduct a 
routine in which the health and 
safety of the child is a major 
consideration. Programs are de¬ 
signed to balance strenuous ac¬ 
tivities with adequate rest. A 
wide variety of activities are ar¬ 
ranged to meet the physical 
capacities of a great many chil¬ 
dren, and counselors are trained 

to be alert for signs of fatigue, 
illness, and emotional tension.

Mr. Mitchell works in the international letter-writing with 
his other class studies. ‘It helps stimulate a democraic spirit and 
results in better international 
understanding for the chil¬ 
dren,” he explained. 

The Sierra Madre students 
wrote their letters in March, 
and Mr. Mitchell mailed them 
in care of the superintendent of 
schools, Capetown, South Af¬ 
rica. 

So far, the teacher reports, 
five boys and girls have re¬ 
ceived return letters. And one— 

Danny Armstrong—has received 
seven. 

One of the Capetown young¬ 
sters sent a picture of Table 
Mountain and explained that 
the characteristic white cloud 
shown hovering over the moun¬ 
tain is affectionately called the 
“table cloth” by citizens of his 
city. 

Other letters from Capetown 
have described South Africa’s 
principal crops, climate, and 
geographical features. Aside 
from the educational value of 
the correspondence, the local 
boys and girls are able to aug¬ 
ment their foreign stamp col¬ 
lections. 

Last year Mr. Mitchell’s pu¬ 
pils exchanged letters with 
children in Melbourne, Austra¬ 
lia. He says he has experiment¬ 
ed with the project in other 
schools and, at one time, he 
had junior college students 
waiting abroad.
